The APCOST instituted the Andhra Pradesh Scientist Award (APSA) initially during 
the year 2001 with an objective to enhance the enthusiasm among the scientists / 
scientific community to be more competitive and result oriented and also to encourage 
and shoulder the challenging task in the development of Science & Technology. 
Accordingly APCOST has been conferring the A.P. Scientist Awards every year on 28 l 
February commemorating the National Science Day Celebrations. 

The programme of giving awards to Scientists is jointly being organized by the 
APCOST and catalyzed and supported by the National Council for Science & 
Technology Communication (NCSTC) , Ministry of Science & Technology, Govt, of 
India. This year the programme is being coordinated by Planetary Society, India. 

Every year under this programme the Eminent Scientists are being honored for 
their outstanding contributions in the identified 10 areas for bringing the R&D from Lab 
to Land duly developing the S&T for the welfare of the Society in our State.

National aged below 55 years, residing and working in Andhra Pradesh State. The

work and research publications are eligible. The nominations are called from all the 
Universities of the State and also from CSIR laboratories, National Institutions of the 
State in addition to the paper notification. 

AWARD: The Scientists are being honoured by a cash award of Rs.25, 000 toward 
award along with a Citation.

4. Expert Committee: As per mandate of APSA an expert committee was 
constituted for preliminary scrutiny. (See last page for details under 
Methodology Head ). 

5. Scrutiny: 

i. Preliminary Scrutiny: on receipt of applications from nominees. They 
were duly forwarded to relevant experts of subject for preliminary scrutiny. 
The Subject Experts scrutinized the applications and submitted their findings 
in sealed covers. 

ii. Final Scrutiny: The meeting of the Expert Committee was held on 14th 
June, 2010, at Godrej Hall, LV Prasad Eye Institute, Hyderabad for 
scrutinizing the applications and the following members attended the 
meeting:

Prof, Vudem Dashavantha Reddy, hails from a progressive agricultural 
family. After obtaining Ph.D. in Genetics, he was appointed, in 1985, as 
Assistant Professor of Genetics in Osmania University. In 1992, he joined the 
Centre for Plant Molecular Biology, Osmania University as Associate 
Professor, and in May 2000 Dr. Reddy was elevated as Professor. For the past 
1 3 years, he has been working as Director, Centre for Plant Molecular Biology. 

Prof, Reddy worked as the Rockefeller Foundation Visiting Scientist at the University of 
Missouri (USA) during 1991. So far, he has guided 16 Ph.Ds., carried out research projects worth 
more than Rs.3.0 crores and published about 60 scientific papers in prestigious peer-reviewed 
journals. He has conducted severa! national workshops and trained more than 200 
scientists/teachers in the area of recombinant DNA technology. He made significant contributions 
in the areas of transgenic crops resistant to biotic and abiotic stresses, functional genomics of 
plants and development of recombinant enzymes of industrial importance. Developed salt 
tolerant finger miliet by expressing a gene from Porteresia coarctata. Isolated drought inducible 
genes from pigeonpea and their functionality was validated in Arabidopsis, Isolated prawn pin 
gene and developed transgenic finger millet and pearl millet resistant to leaf blast and downy 
mildew, respectiveiy. Evolved transgenic rice with snowdrop/garlic lectin gene(s) exhibited 
surpassing resistance to major sap-sucking pests. Cloned and expressed Bacillus phytase gene 
in E.coli for industrial production of the enzyme. Developed recombinant E.coli with Bacillus S~ 
adenosyl methionine synthetase has great potential for industrial production of SAM. 

In recognition of his outstanding contributions as a teacher and researcher, he has been 
elected Fellow of the National Academy of Sciences, India and the Andhra Pradesh Akademi of 
Sciences. Recently, he is awarded with the Meritorious Teacher Award of the Govt, of Andhra 
Pradesh for the year 2009.

Prof. MJ. Swamy made several important scientific contributions at the 
interface of Chemistry and Biology and authored over 90 research papers and 
review articles. Many of his papers have been published in highly reputed 
international journals such as J. Biol. Chem., Biochemistry, Biophys. J., 
Biochem. J., J. Lipid Res., and FEBS Lett. Some of the important contributions 
made by him are highlighted below. 




Prof. Swamy has investigated the structure and phase behavior of biologically relevant 
ethanolamine-based lipids such as N-acylethanolamines (NAEs), N- 
acylphosphatidylethanolamines (NAPEs), O-acylethanolamines (OAEs) and N-, O- 
diacylethanolamines (DAEs) employing biophysical techniques in order to understand their 
biological functions. His studies on a series of NAEs suggested that the acyl chains of NAEs are 
more tightly held than those of diacyl phospholipids, suggesting that NAEs can stabilize the 
bilayer structure. Experimental and computational studies by his group on the interaction of N- 
myristoylethanolamine with cholesterol indicated that they form a novel equimolar complex. 
Experimental studies by Prof. Swamy's group revealed that the N-acyl chain of NAPEs 
experiences a condensing effect by cholesterol and point to the possibility of specific condensed 
complexes between NAPEs and cholesterol. Prof. Swamy's work demonstrated that O- 
stearoylethanolamine, an OAE, when mixed at equimolar ratio induces lysophosphatidylcholine 
to adopt the bilayer structure. These results provide clues to understand the role of NAEs, OAEs 
and NAPEs in stress-fighting responses of organisms atthe molecularlevel. 

Prof. Swamy and his colleagues have investigated the interaction of the major protein from 
bovine seminal plasma, PDC-109, which plays a critical role in priming the sperm cells for 
fertilization. Their studies defined the lipid specificity of PDC-109, explained the effect of 
cholesterol on Stand shed lighten the mechanism of its binding to phospholipid membranes. Their 
thermodynamic studies led to an understand ing of the contributions made by the head group and 
acyl chains of phosphatidylcholine in its interaction with the PDC-109 protein, Very recently, Prof. 
Swamy's group demonstrated that PDC-109 exhibits chaperone activity, indicating that it may 
assist the proper folding of bovine seminal plasma proteins involved in the sperm capacitation 
pathway.

He has published an impressive number of 1 50 
research articles in various reputed international journals such as Journal of American Ceramic 
Society, Journal of American Institute of Physics, Journal from the London Institute of Physics, 
and Journal of Solid State Chemistry.

Dr. A.Sujatha 

DrASujatha obtained her PhD and M.Sc, (Ag.) degrees in Entomology in the 
year 1999 and 1983 respectively from Acharya N. G. Ranga Agricultural 
University. She has been working on management of coconut pests since 24 
years. 

She was involved in the development of mass multiplication technigues of bio 

agents of coconut pests like coconut black headed caterpillar, rhinoceros 

beetle, coconut slug caterpillar, etc. She was actively involved in the 

development of effective, economically feasible and easily adoptable insect pest management 

technologies for coconut black headed caterpillar, coconut slug caterpillar and other leaf eating 

caterpillars, rhinoceros beetle, red palm weevil and coconut eriophyid mite and thus contributed 

to the health and maintenance of higher productivity levels in cocon ut crop in Andhra Pradesh. 

Dr. A.Sujatha established mass multiplication techniques of parasitoids against black headed 
caterpillar and helped to supply >1 00 million parasites to the coconut farmers in the state. Her 
work on successful evaluation of IPM strategies for coconut major pests viz., black headed 
caterpillar, rhinoceros beetle and red palm weevil merits a special mention. She had also 
associated with the coconut breeders in release of five hybrids/varieties in coconut suitable for 
cultivation in Andhra Pradesh and India. 

She handled an adhoc project on mango fruit borer chosen by Australian Government for funding 
through Agricultural and Processed Food Products Export Development Authority (APEDA) 
reflects recognition of her work on Mango Fruit Borer at National and International Level. As a 
researcher, she contributed to the development of bio intensive IPM methods for major coconut 
pests and also executed many external projects. She was a Principal Investigator for four 
externally funded projects like NATP funded by ICAR, Survey and Management of Mango Fruit 
Borer funded by APEDA. She has developed very good infrastructural facilities required for 
conducting investigations in various fields of agricultural entomology through external funding 
projects in her parent institute. 

Dr. A.Sujatha has received four meritorious awards for her excellent contribution to the subject. 
As an Entomologist, She has been known among the research workers engaged in the IPM of 
plantation crops, particularly coconut and familiar with the technologies among farming 
community. She participated in various National and International seminars and symposia and 
has 62 Original Research Papers, 51 Popular Articles, one Text Book, 3 Chapters in Text Books, 
1 3 Technical Bulletins, 6 Booklets and Audio-Visual CDs on coconut pests to her credit,
